Examiner's Reasons for Allowance 

1. The instant application is directed to a communication system for performing quantum 
key distribution. This type of systems are taught by prior art made of record Nishioka and 
Bethune. However, independent Claim 1 further requires ". . .a first phase modulator receiving 
the first of the split optical pulses and producing the phase difference corresponding to a value of 
a random number bit, between the time-divided optical pulses, and a second phase modulator 
receiving the second of the split optical pulses after polarization direction of the second of the 
split optical pulses is rotated by 90 degrees, producing a same phase difference as the first phase 
modulator between the first of the optical pulses, and modulating the orthogonally polarized 
components of each optical pulse to have a phase difference of 180 degrees there between, 
wherein an output of the first phase modulator is combined with an output of the second phase 
modulator after the polarization direction is rotated by 90 degrees, and then the combined output 
returns into the transmission path". Neither Nishioka nor Bethune describes the features of 
Claim 1 including two different phase modulators as required in the Claim. Other independent 
Claim 1 1 has limitations similar to that of Claim 1. 

In view of reasons cited above examiner allows instant Claims of the application.
